low Chandiers, Candlemakers, and ſuch other perſons afoze mentioned, art hereby firaight- 

tycharged and commanded, to obey and keepe the ſaide rates and pꝛices ſet vpon Tallow and 
Candles as afozeſatde , vntill further ozder tothe contrary be 3 
Aldermen his Bꝛethꝛen, vpon paine and perill that will fall thereon,

eighteenth yeare of his Maieſties reigne Fe England, France, and Ireland, and of Scotland the 
foure and fiftieth. God ſaue the King.
